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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4, 5, 7-15 and 27 are allowed. 

With respect to independent claim 4, the prior art does not disclose in the 
claimed environment an electroporation biochip that includes a single planar array of 
electrodes exclusively comprised of individually driven current/voltage delivery 
microelectrodes, wherein each microelectrode is adapted for connection to a single 
biological cell, and is in electrical communication with a switching system and two 
ground reference electrodes integrated on a semiconductor substrate. The closest prior 
art is represented by Xu, which discloses an impedance-measuring biochip comprising 
an array of individually addressable driving electrodes that are each coupled to a 
corresponding receiving electrode. Xu, however, does not disclose a single planar 
array of microelectrodes that are exclusively current/voltage delivery microelectrodes. 
The Chan (US 20020090649) reference, like Xu, discloses an array of independently 
driven microelectrodes, but fails to teach that they exclusively operate as 
current/voltage delivery microelectrodes configured to conduct cellular electroporation. 
The Baumann (US 6368851) reference discloses an array of current/voltage delivery 
microelectrodes that are each in communication with a single cell, but fails to teach the 
switching device and reference electrodes as claimed.
